SIERRA AAADRE NEWS 72 YEARS OLD, 
HOliSED IN SAME BUILDING 50 YEARS 


F’ull attention is called of 
all members of the Cultural 
Heritage Committee and all 
that are members of the 
Sierra Madre Historical So¬ 
ciety. 

Exactly fifty years lago 
today, October 6, the Sierra 
Madre News moved into its 
new building at No. 9 Ker- 
sting Court, and If this 
doesn’t seem to shake any¬ 
body up a bit, then the an¬ 
nouncement is that the Sier¬ 
ra Madre News will have a 
birthday on October 11 when 
it reaches the ripe old age 
of 72 years. The building, 
built by Charles Kersting 
was termed one of the most 
modern in the city, and was 
completed about the time the 
Old City Hall was ready for 
the City Officers. 

While conceived at an 
earlier date. Volume 1, Num¬ 
ber 1 of the Sierra Madre 
News was presented to the 
community Thursday. Octo¬ 
ber 11, 1906. Responsible for 
the arrival was R. T. Cowles, 
"Editor and Proprietor.” The 
first issue had four pages 
and was the size of a large 
magazine. (By the end of the 
first year, the publication 
had grown to 6, then to a 
whopping, newsy 8 pages.) 

Include<I in that iirst 
week’s offerings were church 
.notices, an item about the 
public library, the time table 
for the Pacific Electric Rail¬ 
way — oh! how we miss the 
“old red cars”—and a head¬ 
ing “Professional Car d s” 
with one listing only — that 
of Dr. R. Hamilton Macker¬ 
ras, Physician and Surgeon. 

Oh yes! There were some 
welcoming testimo .n i a 1 s 
from leading citizens on the 
establishment of the “New.s” 
— later and to this day of¬ 
ten affecHonatetv referr^ to 
as “The Squeak.” These 
were all under a column 
headed “Some Words From 
Others.” A few of the 'Some 
Others’ were: J. G. Blumer, 
S. R. G. Twyecross and R. 


H. Mackerras. 

Under “Jottings Here and 
There” were such as follows:

LA City Housing 
Shows Big Jump 

The City of Los Angeles’ 
housing inventory n*ached a 
record estimated total of 
1.154,6.39 units on July 1. 
This figure, which Ls con- 
tained In a report b>' the 
City Planning Department, 
represent■? a ret Increase of 
7.5 per cent or 80,166 addi¬ 
tional units since the .-Xpiil. 
1970 Census. 

The first six months of 
1978 saw a monthly aver¬ 
age of 673 additional units 
being placed on the housing 
market. This compares with 
the 1977 monthly average of 
1057 units for the same per¬ 
iod. The calendar year of 

1977 closed with a total net 
increase of 9.821 units but 

1978 is not expected to ap¬ 
proach this level. 

Although more than 80.000 
units have appeared in Los 
Angeles since April 1970, the 
net number of single fam¬ 
ily dwellings has acttially 
declined. The City exper¬ 
ienced a net loss of 880 sin¬ 
gle units, while the number 
of units In multi-.unit struc¬ 
tures ha sincresea by 81,3-16. 
Single family dwellings now 
acount for less tha.n on"*- 
half of the total housing 
slotk In Los Angeles.

The Los Angeles County Fire Services Commission has 
reported; to Supervisor Kenneth HaJin a potential $129 mil¬ 
lion can be saved through consolidating the fire depart¬ 
ments of the county. 

The report was prepared by Arlyn Weber, chairman 
of the commission’s subcoemmittee on consolidation, and 
was given to Hahn, who is chairman of the County’s Fire 
Department. 

Fred Kline is chairman of the commission, which was 
named by the Board of Supervisors at Hahn’s suggestion. 

’There arc 369 fine stallons In the county — either oper¬ 
ated by cities with their own fine departments or by 
the County Fire Department. 

The report indicated 180 stations are all that are 
needed. 

"Costs can be reduced by a clearly illustrated $129 
million per year through savings in operational costs and 
fire losses,’’ the report said. 

“Communications, training, purchases and an orderly 
consolidation of fire stations could be aohieved,” accord¬ 
ing to the study. 

"Savings of additional millions of dollars are pos¬ 
sible through proper location of fire stations and confor¬ 
mance to nationally accepted standards while still main¬ 
taining a good sevlce level and without adversely affecting 
Insurance premiums for residences." 

The commission adopted the reixtrt unanimously re¬ 
cently. 

There are sime amendments which Mr. Weber plans 
to make to his report. 

The commission’s recommendations call for it to seek 
legal and procedural means for total county consolidation 
of fire departments. 

After It is amended, the commission Is expected to 
send its report to the Board of Supervisors. 

While they’re In the amending process, we suggest 
that the take a look at forming volunteer departments 
in those areas that are compatible to this type of opera¬ 
tion. All that is needed is a proper ratio Of busim»ssos 
that can provide doytime manpower on an "as necees- 
sar>” basis and residences for the main source of man¬ 
power and most of ail “mo.lvation.” 

Supervisor Hahn forgets, or intentionally overlooks, 
the fact that the county would be dealing with one big, 
powerful union and any sovlngs he projeciS now would be 
"<k>wn the tubes” in short order, being spent on the mo.<t 
exprmse item in firefighting — manpower. 

It will be a proverbial "cold day in hell" when the 
county can save Sierra Madre taxpayers money In their 
fire department. 

State, Local Taxes Up 10% 
Unsecured Property 

Taxes collec ed by state and local governments totaled 
$186.9 billion during the 12 months ending March 1978. 
This was an Increase in total taxes of $17.2 billion, or 

10.1 per i-ent, in compari.son with the year ending March 
1977. State taxes rose 11.6 i)er cent ($11.3 billion) during 
tills iieriod, while local taxes were up 8.2 per cent ($5.9 
billion). 

During the first quarter of 1978, state and l<x:ai tax 
collections amounted to $47.3 billion. This is an increas:* 
of $4.1 billion, or 9.5 per cent, as compared with tax col 
lections for the first quarter of 1977. 

Corporate Income taxi's showed the biggest percentage 
increase* during this period. Corporate net income taxes 
rose 19.1 per i-ent, to a total of $10.1 billion. General sales 
and gross receipts taxes experlenwKl the second largest 
jiercentage increa.se. rising 14 i>er cent to a total of $•10.2 
billion. Individual Income taxes totaled $31.5 billion, up 

12.1 |>ef cent. Property taxes continued to b<* the greatest 
source of revenue for state and local governments with 
collections totaling $65:1 billion, an increase of 7.6 per 
cent. Motor vehicle and operator's license taxes were up 
7.2 per cent to $.'> billion, alcoholic beverage taxes were 
up 6 per cent to $2.4 billion, motor fuel taxes rose 4.2 
per cent to $9.5 billion, and tobacco product taxes were 
up 3.6 i>er cent to $3.7 billion. 

Owners Win First Battle 

The San Diogo Superior Court ruled September 11 that 
Proposition 13 sliould apply not only to the taxation of 
secured property but to unsecured property as well. 

The first decision on the merits of the issue, handed 
down by Sup<*rior Court Judge Jack Levitt, followed by 
little more tlian hree weeks the California Supreme Court’s 
refusal to decide the issue directly. 

At stake is the amount of to.\cs paid on many busi¬ 
ness Inveniorles, boats, airplanes, c'quipment and other 
personal property for the 1978-79 tax year only. 

Proposition 13 calls for wliat amounts to a $5 tax 
rate in 1978-79 and theix'after, while statutory law re¬ 
quires that la.st year’s average secured rate be applied to 
property on this yeor’s unsecured roll. The initiative does 
not direr-tly address the tax treatment of property on the 
un.sccured roll, however. A reporicd 20 to 23 counties have 
opteii to apply last year’s rate to unsecured property. 

F'ollowlng the high court’s decision not to take up 
the issue, the Los Angeles Superior Court denied a petition 
which sought to enjoin tlie collection of unsecured prop¬ 
erty taxes in that county under the pre-Proposition 13 
formula. Bo h that decision and the San Diego Superior 
Court ruling presumably will be appealed at the ap¬ 
pelate court level. 

Meanwhile, yet another law suit on the issoie has 
been filed, this one in Sacramento County. It reportedly 
seeks to prevent the state controller and the state treas- 
lurcr from disbursing state bailout funds to those counties 
wliich have not applied Proposition 13 to all unsecured 
property. 

Thus the long legal journey to the California Supreme 
Court through (he apiieals process appears to be well lui- 
derway. 

Reduce Management 

A goal of reducing county management by ten per 
cent to save $23 million per year has been .se; by tlie 
Board of Supervisors at Supervisor Kenneth Hahn’s request. 

"The Los Angeles County EJeonomy and Elfflclency 
Commission reports the county spends more than $235 
million per year on the salaries and benefiis of nearly 
10,000 positions classified as management or supervision,' 
(Hahn said. 

"A countywide goal to reduce costs by ten per cent 
could save $23 million every year.” 

On Hahn’s motion, the Board of Supervisors instruct¬ 
ed Chief Administrative Officer Harry Hufford to “work 
with the department heads toward reducing management 
positio.n by ten per cent during the next fiscal year." 

Keeping track of these proposed savings to taxpayers, 
the Supervisors have totaled over $250-milllon in savings 
. . . We sure look forward to these savings w'hen the tax 
■bills come in, I hope, i hope, I hope.
